programs until the 1967-68 
school year. 

Thus, Dusel said, all school 
districts must provide sixth, 
seventh and age grade for- 
eign language instruction for 
all but a handful of exempted 
pupils in September of 1967 

Delays in implementing the 
bill, which was approved by 
the State Legislature and sign- 
ed by Governor Brown in 1961, 
have been necessary because 
of difficulties school districts 
have faced in preparing effec- 
tive programs. 

Severe problems continue to 
plague the elementary-level 
rogram 
ri - shortage of qualified 
teachers, a basic requirement 
to an effective program, still 
persists 

Hundreds of local districts 
are having difficulty raising 
the additional funds necessary 
to hire teachers and to pur- 
chase equipment and m aterials 
necessary for a good program 
The Legislature mandated the 
program, which has been esti- 
mated by the State Depart- 
ment of Education to cost $22 
million annually, but failed to 
provide any funds to finance 
it 

Although foreign language 
specialists are urging districts 
to offer more than one lan- 
guage, a lack of teachers and 
funds are causing most dis- 
tricts to limit their offerings 
to Spanish. A survey revealed 
that 1,032 districts plan to of- 
fer Spanish; 134, French; 50, 
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and 19 planned to gram should be instituted with- 
out provision for*this continu: 
ity.’ Comment: This will be} 
impossible in far too many dis- 
tricts. Many areas will not be j 
able to follow through after the 
eighth grade
